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PREFACE 

As  anyone  who  has  attempted  to  write  a  history  knows,  it  is  a  long  and  arduous 
task.  However,  it  is  a  task  that  is  at  the  same  time  fulfilling  and  personally 
interesting.  The  more  hidden  facts  you  uncover  from  the  past,  the  greater  is  the 
desire  to  find  more. 

The  search  for  the  history  of  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  began  long  before  the 
writing  of  this  book.  As  is  stated  in  the  text,  a  short  history  was  written  in  1944. 
Though  it  contained  a  great  deal  of  information  and  is  wery   helpful  to  us,  much  of 
it  relied  on  the  memories  of  those  involved  in  composing  it. 

Around  1975-76  Joyce  began  interviewing  some  of  the  older  members  of  our  church 
on  tape.  The  old  history  and  most  of  our  church  records  indicated  the  date  of  our 
original  organization  as  1894.  The  recollections  of  some  of  the  older  members  seemed 
to  bear  this  out,  though  we  found  some  conflicting  information.  In  her  capacity  as 
church  historian,  Joyce  searched  the  Baptist  Historical  records  at  Wake  Forest 
University,  Winston  Salem,  NC  and  found  a  Biblical  Recorder  article  in  1882  announcing 
the  organization  of  our  church.  Further  research  supported  this  finding  in  the  min- 
utes of  the  Sandy  Creek  Association. 

In  conjunction  with  a  cemetery  survey  conducted  by  the  Randolph  County  Histori- 
cal Society  in  1979-80,  Joyce  and  I  prepared  a  survey  of  our  own  church  cemetery. 
This  was  later  printed  and  distributed  by  the  Church  at  our  Memorial  Service 
1  June  1980.  This  further  fueled  the  interest  in  our  history  since  the  100th  Anni- 
versary was  only  about  two  years  away. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  church,  we  began  preparations  for  a  celebration 
service  and  a  diligent  search  for  records  pertaining  to  our  church,  its  pastors, 
and  its  members.  This  book  is  the  culmination  of  those  efforts.  We  sincerely  hope 
you  will  receive  as  much  pleasure  reading  it  as  we  have  had  in  preparing  and  re- 
searching it. 

Though  we  have  tried  to  be  as  accurate  and  completely  factual  as  possible, 
there  will  undoubtedly  be  some  mistakes  and  omissions.  Due  to  a  lack  of  early 
church  records,  our  primary  sources  of  early  history  were  the  minutes  of  the  Sandy 
Creek  and  Randolph  Baptist  Associations.  Almost  all  of  the  Sandy  Creek  minutes 
are  available  from  1882  through  1934  when  we  became  part  of  the  Randolph  Associa- 
tion, which  also  has  most  of  its  minutes. 

The  earliest  complete  church  minutes  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  start  in  1935, 
and  other  records  are  scattered  and  of  various  years.  The  membership  roll  as  printed 
in  this  book  was  compiled  from  several  different  rolls  of  various  years.  We  fear 
there  were  probably  other  rolls  which  are  now  missing.  Therefore,  we  may  have 
missed  some  names  of  former  members  and  for  this  we  apologize.  Also,  some  of  the 
lists  of  officers,  etc.,  were  obtained  by  combining  information  from  Association 
minutes,  church  minutes,  and  other  sources.  This  may  cause  the  name  of  someone  who 
served  to  be  omitted,  or  the  date  of  service  to  be  off  by  one  year  in  some  cases. 

It  is  our  desire  that  Deep  River,  and  other  churches  as  well,  would  seek  to 
collect  and  preserve  better  church  records.  We  would  also  like  to  encourage  the 
churches  to  take  on  a  project  of  microfilming  records  as  a  more  permanent  way  of 
preserving  them.  This  can  be  done  free  of  charge  by  the  North  Carolina  Department

of  Archives  and  History,  or  with  the  assistance  of  the  Wake  Forest  University 
Library. 

Our  thanks  go  to  the  Wake  Forest  University  Library  staff  for  their  help  and 
guidance.  We  also  thank  our  own  Randolph  Association  and  many  churches,  pastors,  and 
individuals  for  their  valuable  information  and  assistance  in  promoting  this  book. 
We  are  grateful  to  Darlene  Cox  for  the  final  typing  of  the  text. 

We  owe  our  deepest  debt,  however,  to  Carolyn  N.  Hager,  of  the  Randolph  Histori- 
cal Society  for  helping  to  write  the  history  portion  of  the  book,  and  her  techni- 
cal advice  in  preparing  it  for  publication. 

If  Christ  should  delay  his  coming  that  long,  may  this  history  be  the  founda- 
tion for  another  100  years.

CHURCH  CONSITITUTED 

Dear  Bro.  Bailey: 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  1882,  in  compliance  with  a  promise  previously 
made,  I  met  my  brother,  Rev.  T.  M.  Baldwin  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Calder,  near  Enterprise 
in  Randolph  County,  NC  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a  Baptist  Church.  After 
reading  the  Scriptures  and  prayer,  nineteen  persons  presented  letters  of  dismission 
from  other  churches.  The  twentieth  failed  to  receive  a  letter  in  time.  These 
letters  being  approved  by  the  Presbytery,  a  Declaration  of  Faith  and  a  Church 
Covenant  were  read,  and  were  adopted  by  the  brethren.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the 
writer,  after  which  Bro.  Calder  presented  a  copy  of  the  Scriptures,  with  appropriate 
remarks.  According  to  arrangement,  after  a  short  recess,  the  writer  presented  a 
sermon  to  the  attentive  congregation. 

The  brethren  adopted  as  a  name  for  the  Church,  "THE  DEEP  RIVER  BAPTIST  CHURCH." 
Rev.  T.  M.  Baldwin  is  their  pastor.  They  expect  to  erect  a  good  church  edifice 
between  this  and  spring.

MINUTES  OF  THE  125th  ANNUAL  SESSION 

of  the 

SANDY  CREEK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

"Held  with  the  Church  at  Mt.  Vernon  Springs,  Chatham  County,  N.  C.  October 
4th,  5th,  6th,  and  7th,  1883. 

Petition  from  new  churches  at  Deep  River  and  Haywood  were  read  and  referred 
to  Elders  0.  T.  Edwards,  W.  G.  King  and  Dr.  W.  D.  Watson,  committee. 

Whereupon  the  churches  at  Deep  River  and  at  Haywood  were  unanimously  received 
into  our  union,  and  the  delegates  received  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

The  delegates  were:  Wm.  Caveness,  Thomas  Davis,  Nathan  Kivett.

Although  there  were  nineteen  Charter  Members  in  the  first  fellowship  meeting 
of  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church,  we  know  only  the  names  of  the  three  delegates 
to  the  meeting  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Baptist  Association.  The  other  sixteen  Charter 
Members  transferred  to  the  new  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  from  other  churches  by 


letter.  It  is  possible  that  other  delegates  or  clerks  of  this  church  during  the 
early  years  could  also  have  been  Charter  Members.  No  doubt,  present-day  church 
members  descend  from  these  unknown  Charter  Members.

WILLIAM  WESLEY  CAVENESS:  Born  12  June  1833,  Moore  County,  NC;  Farmer,  Civil  War 
veteran;  married  (1)  Mary  Elizabeth  Needham,  their  children:  Angenet  V., 
Eageennarres,  Dora  L.,  Sarah  Irene,  Zebulon  Vance,  William  H.  F.,  Eddie  0.,  P. 
Burg,  and  Ada  May.  He  married  (2)  Annie  Macon,  their  children:  Fonnie  E.,  Lydia 
B.,  and  Herbert  Wesley.  He  died  6  November  1919  and  is  buried  in  Concord  Methodist 
Church  cemetery. 

THOMAS  JEFFERSON  DAVIS:  Born  16  October  1848,  Moore  County,  NC;  Miller,  Mason, 
married  Sarah  Selena  Cole,  their  children:  John  A.,  Martha  Jane,  George  H.,  Mary  M. 
Callie  L.,  James  Milton,  William  T.,  and  Lauder  B.  He  died  26  January  1924  and  is 
buried  at  Deep  River  Baptist  cemetery. 

NATHAN  KIVETT:  Born  ca.  1830,  probably  Randolph  County,  NC;  blacksmith,  Mason; 
married  Caroline  Baldwin,  their  children,  as  listed  on  the  Randolph  Co.  census: 
John  M. ,  Mary  R.,  Nancy  J.,  Robert  L.,  Thomas  H. ,  Sarah  L.,  and  Ella. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  found  the  Church  Decorum  for  the  Deep  River  Baptist 
Church,  Spelling,  capitalization,  and  punctuation  are  typed  as  originally  written. 

Article  1st 


The  Church  shall  meet  in  conference  once  a  month,  the  time  to  be  designated  by 
the  church.  The  pastor  shall  be  Moderator.  In  his  absence  the  church  shall  elect 


a  Moderator,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  the  meetings  with  a  prayer  and  song,  or 
have  it  done. 

Article  2 

The  first  business  shall  be  the  calling  of  the  list  of  mail  members  by  the 
Clerk.  Next,  the  reading  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  preceeding  meeting  for  correc- 
tion and  addition.  Then  the  reading  of  the  covenant. 

Article  3 

Then  a  way  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  members.  In  the  reception  of 
members  they  shall  be  examined  upon  their  faith  in  regard  and  upon  their  worthyness 
to  become  a  member  of  the  church,  to  Baptism,  the  Lords  Supper,  the  support  of  the 
Gospel,  and  the  spread  of  the  same  and  upon  their  duty  as  a  Christian. 

Article  4 

Then  a  way  shall  be  opened  for  complaint.  In  the  reception  of  a  complaint 
(which  must  be  made  in  Gospel  order)  the  church  shall  endeavor  to  obtain  such  evi- 
dence as  will  satisfy  the  church  of  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  party  so  charged. 

Article  5 

Then  all  references  shall  be  brought  forward  (and-aeted-tipefl)  and  disposed  of. 
All  miscellaneous  business  may  then  be  attended  to. 

Article  6 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  to  attend  all  church  meetings  at  the  hour 
designated  by  the  church.  Any  male  member  not  prevented  by  bodily  infirmity  who 
does  repeatedly  absent  himself,  shall  be  cited  to  come  forward  and  show  the  cause 
of  his  absence. 

Article  7 

All  members  shall  keep  their  seats  during  service.  Nor  shall  any  male  member 
withdraw  without  leave  of  the  Moderator.  Neither  be  laughing  or  talking  in  time  of 
conference. 

Article  8 

Every  member  when  going  to  speak  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  Mod- 
erator and  members  generally.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  subject  without  permission  of  the  church,  and  while  speaking  shall  avoid 
casting  any  personal  reflections  and  shall  confine  himself  closely  to  the  subject 
in  question. 

Article  9 

When  two  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Moderator  shall  decide  who  shall 
speak  first. 


Article  10 

Each  member  shall  be  required  to  vote  on  all  questions  unless  excused  by  the 
church.  A  majority  vote  shall  rule  in  all  matters,  except  in  the  reception  and 
excommunication  of  members  in  which  there  must  be  a  union.  But  if  there  is  a 
minority  they  shall  be  allowed  to  give  their  reasons  and  unless  they  can  satisfy 
the  majority  that  they  are  sufficient  and  valid  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  peacefully 
submit  to  the  decision  of  their  brethren. 

Article  11 

It  shall  be  deemed  disorder  for  any  member  of  this  church  to  remain  out  of  doors 
during  religious  exercise,  except  in  case  of  necessity  (necesity). 

Article  12 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member  of  this  church  knowing  of  any  public  of- 
fence committed  by  any  member,  to  inform  the  Deacons  of  the  same,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  see  the  offender  and  investigate  the  matter,  and  if  necessary,  bring  it 
before  the  church  for  further  action. 

Article  13 

There  shall  be  a  clerk  regularly  elected  by  the  church  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  record  the  preceedings  of  the  church,  to  do  the  reading  and  report  such  members 
as  have  by  repeated  absence  violated  the  provision  above  mentioned  for  securing 
punctual  attendance  at  church  meetings. 

Article  14 

The  Lords  Supper  shall  be  administered  at  least  twice  a  year.  The  time  to  be 
designated  by  the  church. 

Article  15 

Motions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  attended  to  unless  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

Article  16 

The  Moderator  shall  appoint  all  necessary  committees  and  prescribe  their 
duties,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  church. 

Article  17 

The  Treasurer  shall  hold  all  the  funds  of  the  church,  and  pay  them  out  by 
order  of  the  church. 

Article  18 

There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  church  a  pastor,  clerk,  treasurer  and 
sexton. 

Article  19 

These  articles  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority. 
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In  1882  a  need  was  felt  to  establish  a  Baptist  Church  in  the  village  of 
Enterprise.  A  small  group  of  people  consisting  of  natives  and  newcomers  to  the 
area  began  to  meet  in  worship  and  make  plans  to  organize  a  church.  They  probably 
called  on  the  Baptist  minister  from  Columbia  Baptist  Church,  Ramseur,  to  help  them. 
The  article  in  The  Biblical  Recorder,  29  November  1882,  states  that  the  first 
meeting  was  held  on  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  1882.  This  was  the  beginning  of 
the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church. 

The  first  meetings  were  held  in  a  brush  arbor.  This  arbor  was  located  approxi- 
mately 75  to  100  feet  southeast  of  the  present  church  building.  This  served  as  the 
principal  place  of  worship  until  a  building  could  be  built  in  1901.  Services  were 
held  on  a  regular  schedule,  weather  permitting. 

From  the  time  the  church  was  organized  until  1889  the  church  continued  to  meet 
with  the  same  band  of  faithful  members.  Some  of  these  early  members  were  William 
Caveness,  Thomas  Davis,  Nathan  Kivett,  A.  M.  Hornady,  John  Davis,  M.  N.  Whitehead, 
and  Haywood  Wilson.  These  names  appear  on  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  Minutes  as 
the  delegates  and  clerks  of  the  new  Deep  River  Baptist  Church.  During  this  same 
period,  pastors  serving  the  church  were  Tryon  M.  Baldwin,  Manley  Forrester,  and 
J.  Daniel  Hackney. 

In  1889  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  faced  a  difficult  period.  For  unknown 
reasons  the  following  notice  was  given  in  the  Sandy  Creek  Baptist  Association 
Minutes: 

"The  Association  was  notified  that  the  churches  at  Haywood  and  Deep 
River  had  disbanded.  The  Clerk  is  instructed  to  drop  their  names  from  the 
minutes." 

Evidently  some  of  the  membership  continued  to  meet  because  in  1890  the 

Association  Minutes  report  that  Deep  River  had  been  aided  by  the  State  Board  by  the 

amount  of  $150.  Likewise,  aid  was  given  in  1892  in  the  amount  of  $25.  The  1892 
Minutes  state  that, 

"Brother  George  Harmon's  labors  have  been  blessed  with  six  baptisms  at 
Macedonia  and  five  waiting  for  baptism  at  Enterprise.  Prospects  are 
good  to  revive  both  churches." 

In  1893  a  letter  was  prepared  to  be  sent  to  the  Sandy  Creek  Baptist  Associa- 
tion requesting  readmittance  to  the  Association  from  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church. 

"Sept.  6,  1893 

The  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  in  conference.  Way  opened  for  the 
reception  of  members  when  Walter  Sullivan  and  Dock  Presnell  and  wife 
came  forward  and  related  an  experience  of  grace.  And  was  received  for 
Baptism. 

And  the  delegates  were  elected  to  represent  us  in  the  Association 
as  follows    Thomas  Davis  and  W.  W.  Caveness

Page  5  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Baptist  Association  Minutes  of  1893  states: 

"A  letter  was  read  from  Deep  Creek  (error:  Deep  Creek  was  listed  in  previous 
year's  minutes.  This  should  have  read:  Deep  River)  Baptist  Church  applying 
for  restoration  to  membership  in  this  Association,  and  upon  motion,  said 
church  was  restored  and  the  delegates  enrolled." 

Later,  in  the  same  meeting,  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  was  awarded  $25.00  in 
aid.  The  1894  Association  Minutes  state: 

"For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1893  there  were  two  missionaries  under 
employ  of  the  Board,  Brother  G.  W.  Harmon,  laboring  with  Deep  River  and 
Macedonia  Churches,  for  one  Sunday  in  each  month,  at  a  salary  of  $25  per  year 
for  each  church  " 

We  were  also  aided  in  1897  in  the  amount  of  $25.00. 

Although  the  membership  was  still  meeting  in  the  brush  arbor,  the  first  step 
was  taken  toward  a  permanent  church  home  with  the  purchase  of  land.  On  12  August 
1895  the  church  acquired  1/5  acre  from  H.  Frank  and  Mattie  Davis  Brown  for  the 
sum  of  $5.00.  The  deed  is  assigned  to  the  church  trustees:  George  Davis,  A.  K. 
Scotten  and  Jesse  L.  Smith. 


During  the  period  from  1893  when  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  was  reorganized, 
until  1901  the  following  pastors  served  the  church:  George  W.  Harmon,  Addison  K. 
Scotten,  and  Jesse  L.  Smith. 

The  church  membership  increased  from  14  to  48  between  the  years  1893  to  1900. 
Three  of  the  new  members  listed  as  delegates  or  clerks  were  Addison  K.  Scotten, 
J.  L.  Lambert  and  H.  Frank  Brown.  The  first  record  of  Sunday  School  being  held  was 
at  the  brush  arbor  with  another  new  member,  John  Gross,  as  Superintendent  in  1899. 

With  the  growth  in  membership,  the  church  was  finally  strong  enough  to  build  its 
first  building  around  1901.  Jesse  Stout  erected  the  building.  The  timber  for  the 
sills  of  the  church  was  given  by  William  Caveness  and  cut  and  hauled  by  his  two  sons, 
Will  and  Berg  Caveness.  The  Rev.  A.  K.  Scotten  furnished  transportation  for  the 
brick  to  go  in  the  pillars. 

The  church  was  a  one-room  white  frame  building  with  plain  glass  windows.  The 
wing  in  the  rear  of  the  church  housed  the  pulpit.  There  were  two  front  entrances, 
and  an  early  member  recalls  the  men  and  boys  entered  by  one  door  and  the  women  and 
girls  used  the  other  door. 

There  were  three  sections  of  pews  divided  by  two  aisles  facing  the  pulpit.  On 
the  left  of  the  pulpit  was  the  "amen"  corner  and  on  the  right  was  seating  for  the 
choir.  The  "amen"  pews  and  choir  pews  faced  each  other.  The  church  was  heated  by 
a  stove  near  the  middle  of  the  building.  Kerosene  lamps,  bracketed  on  both  side 
walls,  furnished  lighting  for  the  church.  At  first  there  were  no  musical  instru- 
ments but  soon  after  the  church  was  completed  enough  for  services,  the  Rev.  A.  K. 
Scotten  and  Claud  H.  Caveness  purchased  a  pump  organ  for  the  church.  Miss  Callie 
Davis  was  the  first  organist  and  served  about  eight  years. 

The  first  Sunday  School  in  the  new  building  had  to  be  held  in  the  sanctuary. 
Later  gray  curtains  were  added  to  divide  different  classes.  One  class  was  held  in 
the  choir  corner,  another  in  the  "amen"  corner,  and  two  more  classroom  areas  v/ere 
provided  for  in  curtained  areas  in  the  back  of  the  church. 

Sunday  School,  at  first,  was  held  only  six  months  of  the  year  but  by  1907 
Sunday  School  was  held  year-round.  The  late  Ernest  Brady  recalled  that  when  he 
was  a  boy  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  held  their  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon 
so  as  not  to  conflict  with  the  Sunday  School  at  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  morning. 
Many  people  attended  Sunday  School  at  both  churches. 

Some  of  those  people  who  taught  Sunday  School  in  the  old  frame  church  were 
Mattie  Brown,  Beulah  Littler,  the  Rev.  A.  K.  Scotten,  Carson  Cox,  Clester  Scotten, 
Nettie  Davis,  Mamie  Moffitt,  Mrs.  Edgar  Cain,  Ada  Poole,  Ornice  Scotten,  Veigh 
Saunders  Bennett,  Maude  Cox,  Reda  Brown,  0.  C.  Brady,  Sr.,  Ernest  Brady,  Albert 
Jones,  Avon  Stout  Davis,  Myrtle  Moore  and  many,  many  more. 

An  older  member,  the  late  Clifford  Brown,  gave  the  earliest  description  of  a 
baptism  held  by  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church.  His  sister,  Strawdie  Brown,  was  being 
baptized  by  the  Rev.  Jesse  L.  Smith.  This  baptism  was  held  on  the  east  side  of 
Deep  River  just  a  few  feet  south  of  the  old  steel  bridge  in  the  mill  race.  A  few 
years  later,  in  1911,  Mrs.  Reda  Brown,  who  is  still  living,  recalls  being  baptized 
in  the  same  place  by  the  Rev.  Grover  C.  Phillips.

Later,in  1915,  Mrs.  Meribah  Bray  recalls  being  baptized  in  Deep  River  near 
the  river  ford  and  the  old  Enterprise  Company  barn  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Strickland. 

In  1916,  Mrs.  Laura  Brady  (Mrs.  0.  C.  Brady,  Sr.)  was  the  first  woman  baptized 
in  the  newly  constructed  Baptismal  pool.  This  pool  was  located  directly  behind  the 
church.  It  was  a  cement  pool  with  steps  leading  into  the  water.  Cold  spring  water 
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was  used  to  fill  the  pool 
days  before  it  was  used. 


The  water  was  allowed  to  warm  in  the  sun  for  several 


Many  people  still  recall  today  how  cold  the  water  was.  They  remember,  especi- 
ally, the  chill  of  stepping  out  of  the  pool  into  a  cool  breeze.  Mrs.  Esther  Fox 
Gatlin  remembers  being  very   fearful  about  immersion  because  she  could  not  swim.  Some 
of  her  young  friends  took  her  to  the  church  pool  where  they  practiced  baptism  until 
she  became  less  apprehensive  about  the  actual  baptismal  ceremony. 

The  pool  was  used  until  1941. 


The  first  Baptismal  site  was  held  near  this  old  Dam  House.  Some  of  the 
people  in  the  picture  are  Enoch  Gibson,  Artemius  (Temus)  Fesmire,  Dr.  R.  L. 
Caveness.  The  child  was  Ether  Ward,  grandson  of  W.  W.  Caveness,  one  of 
our  charter  members.  This  building  was  later  used  as  a  voting  place  for 
this  precinct. 

Many  baptisms  were  the  result  of  revivals  held  at  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church. 
Mrs.  Reda  Brown  recalls  that  during  revivals  the  mill  would  close  as  much  as  three 
days.  The  services  were  held  three  times  a  day:  morning,  afternoon,  and  night. 
Some  of  the  night  services  became  rather  lengthy.  Dinner  on  the  grounds  was  a  custom. 

The  first  burial  in  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  cemetery  was  Mrs.  Dock  Presnell 
(Emeline)  on  9  December  1915.  The  mill  closed  for  two  hours  for  the  burial.  Mrs. 
Vera  Garner  recalls  that  the  school  was  also  closed  and  that  the  students  walked  in 
pairs  from  the  school  to  the  church.  Memorial  day  was  not  observed  by  our  church 
until  several  persons  were  buried  in  the  church  cemetery. 

Early  prayer  meetings  were  held  on  Sunday  nights  and  were  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  A.  K.  Scotten  or  one  of  the  men  in  the  church.  From  1901  or  before  until  1937 
Sunday  services  at  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  were  held  once  a  month.  Because 
we  were  a  small  congregation,  our  pastor  also  had  several  other  small  churches  in 
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his  charge.  He  visited  each  church  at  least  once  a  month.  Often  our  pastors  had 
to  travel  a  considerable  distance  between  churches  or  from  their  homes  to  their 
churches.  The  late  0.  C.  Brady,  Sr.  remembered  that  when  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Strickland 
served  our  church,  he  had  to  travel  from  his  home  in  Greensboro  by  train  to  Ramseur. 
Someone  from  the  church  met  his  train  on  Saturday  to  bring  him  to  Coleridge  for 
Sunday  services.  He  had  to  be  carried  back  to  Ramseur  on  Monday  to  catch  the  train 
back  to  Greensboro. 

From  the  earliest  beginnings  of  our  church,  the  pastors  stayed  with  church 
members  and  their  families  in  their  homes  while  conducting  the  church  services.  The 
Rev.  Roland  Kidd,  in  his  journal,  gave  us  the  best  description  of  his  visits  to 
Coleridge  and  our  church  during  his  ministry  with  us  in  1943  and  1944.  Some  of  those 
who  invited  him  to  visit  and  eat  with  them  were  Rob  Poole,  Ernest  Brady,  Herbert 
Kidd,  Dude  Scott,  0.  C.  Brady,  Sr.,  Avery  Phillips,  Glenn  Davis,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Davis, 
Abe  Bouldin,  Albert  Jones,  Clifford  Brown,  Penn  Craven,  Hubert  Ferree,  Duck  Smith, 
Joseph  Stout,  and  William  Kearns. 


Coleridge  in  the  1920s.  On  the  left  was  a  small  building  used 

as  a  cafe  and  barber  shop;  the  next  building  was  used  as  a  post  office 

with  A.  K.  Scotten  as  postmaster  and,  later  as  a  doctor's  office. 

The  next  building  was  the  Coleridge  Telephone  Co.,  and  the  large 

building  with  two  wings  was  the  Enterprise  Manufacturing 

Company  store. 
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In  the  1920s  electricity  was  installed  in  the  church.  An  electric  line  of 
telephone  wire  was  strung  from  the  power  house  in  Coleridge  to  the  Deep  River 
Baptist  Church  by  0.  C.  Brady,  Sr. ,  and  Jim  Davis.  Host  of  the  time  current  was 
cut  off  around  9  p.m.  If  the  water  was  too  low  in  the  river  to  provide  power, 
there  were  no  lights. 


In  1921  the  church  was  given  title  to  2.3  acres  of  land  by  H. 
Brown.  This  land  is  where  the  old  cemetery  is  located.

A  steeple  was  built  around  1925  during  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Kidd. 
We  know  of  two  men,  0.  C.  Brady,  Sr. ,  and  Claude  Caveness,  that  helped  with  this 
construction. 


Deep  River  Baptist  Church  after  the  1925  steeple  was  added. 

The  church  bell  was  ordered  from  Sears  and  Roebuck,  arriving  by  rail  to  Ramseur. 
It  was  loaded  on  an  Enterprise  Manufacturing  Company  wagon  on  its  regular  trip  to 
Ramseur  to  pick  up  cotton.  The  bell  displaced  a  bale  or  two  of  cotton,  much  to  the 
surprise  of  Dr.  R.  L.  Caveness,  one  of  the  owners  of  Enterprise  Manufacturing  Co. 

Pastors  serving  in  the  period  between  the  building  of  our  first  church  build- 
ing and  the  late  1920s  were  the  Revs.  L.  P.  Soots,  J.  W.  Phillips,  and  A.  G. 
Lassiter.

Prior  to  1934  the  Baptist  churches  in  Randolph  County  were  divided,  with  mem- 
berships in  four  different  associations.  In  an  effort  toward  greater  unity,  a 
county-wide  association  was  discussed  and  was  officially  organized  as  the  Randolph 
Baptist  Association  on  25  October  1934.  The  first  annual  session  was  held  with 
Beulah  Baptist  Church  on  24  and  25  October  1935.  Our  former  pastor,  The  Rev.  John 
C.  Kidd,  preached  the  Introductory  Sermon  on  "Self  Responsibility."  Our  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Ross  E.  Heath,  read  a  report  on  State  Missions.  The  Deep  River  Baptist 
Church  was  one  of  the  28  churches  joining  this  Association. 

The  1930s  saw  a  jump  in  the  Sunday  School  enrollment.  Late  in  1935  the  church 
began  plans  to  build  Sunday  School  rooms  onto  the  church.  It  was  not  until  1940 
that  plans  were  drawn,  approved  and  construction  began.  The  building  committee, 
which  began  to  serve  on  2  December  1939,  were  C.  R.  Brown,  R.  C.  Bray,  E.  W.  Brady, 
C.  L.  Moffitt,  and  Edgar  Cain.  This  committee  was  responsible  for  building  eight 
Sunday  School  rooms.  On  30  November  1940,  the  church  voted  to  add  two  more  Sunday 
School  rooms  and  added  the  following  ladies  to  the  building  committee:  Cladie 
Craven,  Avon  Stout,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Moffitt,  Mrs.  Edgar  Cain,  and  Floy  Davis. 

The  church  minutes  for  6  September  1941  state  that  the  indebtedness  on  the  church 
was  $132.00.  Those  that  did  not  work  on  the  church  were  to  pay  for  one  day's  work. 
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Deep  River  Baptist  Church  after  the  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added. 
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In  1937  our  church  worship  services  increased  from  once  a  month  to  twice  a 
month.  They  remained  this  way,  with  few  changes,  through  1967. 

The  pastors  who  served  at  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  during  the  1930s  were 
Colon  M.  Strickland,  Ross  E.  Heath, and  Dewey  L.  Temple.  On  1  August  1935  the  church 
voted  to  give  the  pastors  an  indefinite  call. 

Attendance  fell  during  World  War  II  because  many  of  our  young  men  and  women  left 
for  service  or  defense  work.  Some  of  those  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  were:

A  committee  wrote  a  short  church  history  which  was  read  and  approved  in  June, 
1944.  This  history  listed  many  officers,  deacons,  clerks,  and  pastors  who  have 
served  our  church.  The  article  lists  three  additional  pastors  whose  calls  cannot 
be  verified.  They  may  have  served  the  church  as  either  supply  or  interim  pastors. 
They  were  the  Revs.  D.  R.  Sears,  K.  C.  Horner,  and  H.  F.  Black. 

The  only  time  the  church  was  painted  since  construction,  was  in  1939  by  Ray 
Poole,  Bud  Poole,  and  Joe  Gray.  In  1945  the  church  voted  to  re-roof  the  building. 
This  work  was  done  in  1946  and  while  this  was  being  done  the  top  portion  of  the 
steeple  was  removed  by  Robert  Brewer  and  Rufus  Harrison  Brady.  Those  known  who  were 
helping  on  the  ground  level  were  Ray  Poole  and  Ernest  Brady. 

On  1  March  1947  a  committee  that  had  been  searching  for  the  best  way  to  add  a 
new  classroom  for  the  young  ladies'  class  made  a  report.  They  recommended  erecting 
a  new  church  building  because  the  condition  of  the  old  building  did  not  lend  itself 
to  additions.  On  16  March  1947,  the  church  members  voted  to  construct  a  new  build- 
ing. E.  W.  Brady  and  Jimmy  Bouldin  were  elected  to  canvass  church  members  in  order 
to  raise  funds.  By  3  January  1949  the  Building  Fund  had  grown  to  $2,274.00. 

C.  R.  Brown,  Penn  Craven,  Hubert  Ferree,  E.  W.  Brady,  Glenn  Davis,  Jimmy 
Bouldin,  Clayton  Bennett,  William  Kearns,  and  Herbert  Kidd  were  elected  to  form  the 
Building  Committee  on  28  March  1948.  On  27  August  1949,  E.  W.  Brady,  Chairman  of 
the  Building  Committee,  presented  the  building  program.  The  committee  was  given 
authority  to  borrow  money,  if  needed,  to  begin  construction.  At  the  same  meeting, 
it  was  left  up  to  the  Deacons  to  sell  the  old  church. 

Foreseeing  the  need  for  more  land  before  construction  could  begin,  the  church 
in  1948  took  title  to  1/4  acre  of  land  adjoining  the  original  church  property.  In 
1955  the  church  was  given  two  other  parcels  of  land,  one  of  which  is  now  the  parking 
area  and  the  other  adjoins  the  church  building  lot. 
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Revival  meeting  held  during 
World  War  II  in  the  old 
frame  church  building. 


As  far  as  can  be  determined,  the  last  wedding  held  in  the  old  church  building 
was  the  marriage  of  Golda  Bray  and  Hoyt  Callicutt  on  3  May  1949  which  was  performed 
by  the  Rev.  Colon  M.  Strickland. 

Construction  began  on  the  new  church  in  the  fall  of  1949.  By  the  spring  of  1950 
the  church  was  complete  enough  for  services  to  be  held  in  the  sanctuary.  The  base- 
ment was  to  be  used  for  Sunday  School  classrooms.  The  first  wedding  in  the  new 
building  was  on  24  June  1950  when  Maggielene  Amick  and  Jimmy  Bouldin  were  married. 

An  auction  was  held  on  29  October  1949  to  sell  the  old  church  building.  Terms 
of  the  sale  stated  that  chairs,  pews,  furniture,  stoves,  and  fixtures  were  not  to  be 
included  with  the  building.  Terms  further  stated  the  old  building  had  to  be  removed 
on  or  before  1  April  1950. 

Mr.  William  Wesley  Hayes,  Route  1,  Seagrove,  MC  (Rural  Road  2904)  purchased  the 
church  building  at  the  auction  for  $555.00.  Mr.  Hayes  and  his  relatives  dismantled 
the  church  building  and  built  his  home  and  garage  with  the  church  material.  Before 
completing  the  dismantling,  the  Trustees  realized  they  had  not  included  the  bell  in 
the  exemptions.  Mr.  Hayes  graciously  gave  the  bell  back  to  the  church. 

Those  members  of  the  Building  Committee,  now  living,  are  Jimmy  Bouldin,  Clayton 
Bennett,  and  Glenn  Davis.  They  recall  the  following  information  about  the  church's 
construction.  To  their  knowledge,  all  labor  for  construction  of  the  church  building 
was  free  except  for  the  brick  masonry.  Brick  masons  were  Luther  Pope,  Monroe  Jessup, 
and  John  Wright  and  their  crews.  Church  members  gave  many  hours  for  the  construction 
of  the  building,  along  with  non-members.  Most  of  the  sand  used  came  from  the  Joe 
Ellis  place  near  Buffalo  Bridge  on  Deep  River  at  the  cost  of  $7.00.  The  committee 
located  several  large  beams  salvaged  from  Camp  Butner,  near  Durham.  Most  of  the 
other  material  came  from  Home  Building  in  Asheboro,  later  to  become  Hedgecock  Build- 
ers Supply  Co.

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In  an  effort  to  raise  funds  to  help  furnish  the  new  church,  many  women  gathered 
in  the  old  church  to  make  a  quilt.  For  each  25<t  donation,  they  embroidered  the  name 
of  the  donor  on  the  quilt.  They  embroidered  309  names.  The  women  who  worked  on  the 
quilt  were  Rosie  Cox,  Lucy  Cain,  Allie  Brady,  Bertha  Craven,  Nettie  Davis,  Myrtle 
Moore,  Flossie  Powers,  Ava  Kearns,  Laura  Brady,  Belle  Marley,  Macy  Teague,  Veigh 
Bennett,  Blanche  Moffitt,  Lema  Scott,  Lossie  Cox,  Lillie  Cox,  and  Nannie  Allen. 

When  the  quilt  was  completed,  a  covered  dish  supper  was  held  at  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Nettie  Davis.  Mrs.  Myrtle  Stout  Moore  purchased  the  quilt  for  $35.00  and  gave 
another  $35.00  to  the  church  to  purchase  a  new  pew. 

Special  donations  were  given  to  raise  money  toward  the  purchase  of  new  pews. 
They  were  bought  from  a  company  in  Monroe,  NC.  The  heating  system  was  installed  by 
Lyles  Plumbing  and  Heating  in  Siler  City,  NC. 

Upon  completion,  the  new  building  now  had  an  indoor  baptistry.  The  scene  be- 
hind the  baptistry  was  painted  by  Mr.  Edgar  Bruton  of  Asheboro.  Baptisms  from  1941 
to  the  completion  of  the  new  baptistry  were  performed  at  Moffitt 's  Mill  on  Richland 
Creek  and  at  Cheek's  Mill  on  Brush  Creek.  Some  of  those  baptized  at  Moffitt 's  Mill 
were  James  T.  Craven,  Harold  Cox,  Penn  Craven,  Hubert  Ferree,  Pauline  Kidd  and  Hal  1 ie 
Cain.  Cleo  Brown  was  baptized  at  Cheek's  Mill. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  was  the  Dedication  Ser- 
vice held  31  May  1953,  dedicating  the  new  building  to  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 

Several  church  members  and  former  pastors  spoke  during  the  service.  Their 
messages  have  been  preserved  and  are  as  follows: 

Mr.  J.  C.  Bouldin,  treasurer,  said  that  during  the  five  years  of  building,  the 
church  met  its  financial  obligations  as  they  came.  The  building  supply  houses  and 
the  merchants  gave  generous  discounts. 

Mr.  Ernest  W.  Brady,  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  gave  God  all  praise  and 
honor  for  our  building.  He  thanked  God  for  the  faith  and  cooperation  of  members 
and  friends  of  the  church.  Mr.  Brady  said  it  takes  grace,  greenbacks,  and  grit 
to  accomplish  such  a  task.  Pastor  B.  L.  Maness  had  the  grace,  the  people  had  the 
greenbacks  and  he,  himself,  had  grit  enough  to  ask  them  to  shell  it  out. 

The  theme  of  the  remarks  by  the  Rev.  G.  C.  Phillips,  former  pastor,  were  from 
Romans  6:13,  "Yield  yourselves  to  God."  He  called  the  church  an  organism--a  living 
body--and  said  it  is  the  duty  of  every   believer  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  God. 

The  Rev.  R.  E.  Heath,  former  pastor,  rejoiced  for  the  time  spent  as  pastor  of 
our  church  and  to  now  see  the  church  building  that  the  pastor  and  members  hoped 
and  prayed  for  years  ago.  He  said  the  only  way  to  have  a  place  of  worship  that 
will  be  for  God's  glory  is  to  trust,  pray  and  work  for  the  things  that  we  believe. 

The  Rev.  D.  L.  Temple,  former  pastor,  said  the  hope  and  prayer  of  every  pastor 
is  to  see  his  church  grow  and  prosper  in  the  Lord's  work.  "One  of  the  greatest 
things  we  can  do  is  to  dedicate  a  house  of  worship  to  God.  But  before  we  can  dedi- 
cate anything  to  God,  we  must  first  of  all  give  ourselves  to  the  Lord.  He  does  not 
accept  from  unclean  hands."

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Mrs.  Roland  Kidd  (for  the  Rev.  Roland  Kidd,  former  pastor,  deceased)  said  the 

new  church  building  is  the  result  of  the  unity  and  love  of  members  and  friends  for 

God.  She  also  said,  "We  should  daily  rededicate  our  lives  to  God  and  so  live,  act, 
and  worship  so  sinners  will  want  to  accept  Christ  as  their  Savior,  too." 

Mr.  Carl  King,  Associational  Moderator,  Randolph  Association,  told  the  church 
that  God,  the  Association,  and  everyone  is  proud  of  its  achievement. 

A  great  sermon  by  the  Rev.  B.  L.  Maness,  former  pastor,  concluded  the  Dedication 
Service.  His  text  was  "So  the  King  and  all  the  people  dedicated  the  house  of  God." 
He  said,  "We  are  dedicating  the  church  to  the  past  members,  to  the  present  members 
who  gave  their  time,  labor,  and  money  freely,  and  to  God  for  His  service  and  for 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Mr.  Grier  Stout  recorded  the  entire  Dedication  Service  and  many  pictures  were 
made  during  and  after  the  service  by  the  Arden  Studio  of  Asheboro. 

Pastors  during  the  1940s  and  during  the  time  our  new  church  was  being  built 
were  Colon  M.  Strickland,  Roland  Kidd,  C.  L.  Smith,  Claude  Johnson,  Bennie  L.  Maness, 
and  Robert  Hunsucker. 

In  1954  the  church  purchased  a  new  Hammond  organ.  The  new  organ  added  to  the 
church  service  as  well  as  assisted  the  choirs. 

The  church  used  the  spring  for  water  until  1957  when  the  membership  voted  to 
drill  a  new  well  to  supply  water  to  the  church. 

During  the  1950s  the  church  made  many  decisions,  some  of  which  we  still  follow 
today  and  some  we  do  not.  On  19  January  1952,  we  voted  to  unify  the  church  budget 
with  the  treasurer  giving  monthly  reports.  In  December,  1955,  we  voted  to  have  two 
revivals  a  year--spring  and  fall.  In  June,  1956,  we  voted  to  take  four  special 
offerings  each  year  for  the  upkeep  of  the  cemetery.  One  of  the  offerings  was  to  be 
taken  the  afternoon  of  the  Memorial  Day  service;  the  other  three  were  to  be  taken 
on  Sunday  after  each  business  meeting.  We  do  not  follow  this  practice  because  we 
have  a  paid  sexton.  One  custom  we  have  followed  for  many  years  and  still  enjoy 
today  is  the  giving  of  treats  at  Christmas  time.  These  treats  consist  of  bags 
of  fruit,  nuts,  and  candy  for  each  person  attending  church  the  Sunday  before 
Christmas.  The  memory  of  the  children's  eyes  lighting  up  help  make  the  Christmas 
season  a  joyful  one  for  all  members. 

In  1960  the  church  was  deeded  one  and  1/10  acres  of  land  for  a  new  addition  to 
the  cemetery.  Several  years  after  this  addition,  Mr.  Herbert  Kidd,  and  others, 
helped  by  donations  from  people  in  the  community,  built  a  brick  wall  around  the 
cemetery.  Many  other  improvements  were  made  to  the  church  over  the  next  few  years, 
including  carpeting  and  a  microphone  and  public  address  system. 

The  church  membership  was  223  in  1950  and  by  1965  the  church  had  grown  to  a 
membership  of  293  members.  In  1962  alone  the  church  celebrated  22  baptisms.  Pas- 
tors during  this  time  were  Colon  M.  Strickland  and  Griffin  Bailey.  The  Rev.  Strick- 
land served  our  church  for  a  total  of  21  years,  although  his  service  was  not  con- 
tinuous. He  first  served  the  church  in  1925  and  his  last  service  ended  in  December,  1961. 

A  committee,  appointed  in  1967  to  solve  a  drainage  problem  and  build  new  front 
steps,  recommended,  after  study,  to  remodel  the  front  of  the  church  and  build  a 
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steeple  to  beautify  the  building  as  well  as  solve  the  problems.  Committee  members 
were  Joe  Brown,  Willie  Smith,  Johnny  Poole,  Ernest  Brady,  Edsel  Moffitt,  0.  C.  Brady, 
Sr.,  and  Cleo  Brown.  By  December,  1967,  a  building  fund  of  $6,848.51  had  been  raised. 
On  21  July  1968  a  bid  was  accepted  from  J.  C.  Loflin  to  remodel  the  front  of  the 
church.  Changes  were:  the  roof  line  was  changed,  a  new  porch  with  columns  was 
added  and  a  steeple  was  built.  The  old  bell  was  put  in  the  new  steeple.  The  same 
contractor  re-roofed  the  church. 

On  6  December  1969  a  parsonage  or  pastorium  committee  was  elected  consisting  of 
Robert  Trogdon,  Edsel  Moffitt,  and  Harold  Jarrell.  On  4  June  1970  the  church  was 
deeded  a  1/2  acre  for  $10.00  for  the  pastorium  by  John  Kail  doff  and  wife,  Ornice 
Scotten  Kail  doff.  On  20  March  1971  the  church  accepted  a  plan  as  presented  by  the 
Pastorium  committee  for  which  $7,202.00  was  in  the  fund.  A  contract  for  the  con- 
struction was  awarded  to  Troy  Hackett  of  Asheboro  for  the  amount  of  $26,300  in  June, 
1971.  The  pastorium  was  completed  and  occupied  by  the  Rev.  Albert  Taylor  on  24 
November  1971.  The  pastorium  was  dedicated  on  23  January  1972.  During  the  Dedi- 
cation Service,  the  building  committee  was  recognized  for  a  job  well  done.  The 
topic  of  the  Dedication  sermon  was  "Building  for  Jesus"  by  the  Rev.  Albert  Taylor. 
An  open  house  was  held  in  the  pastorium  following  the  service.  About  200  people 
attended  the  open  house.  The  building  committee  continued  to  serve  until  December, 
1973. 

The  final  debt  for  the  pastorium  was  collected  in  special  offerings  and  with  a 
small  sum  taken  from  the  treasury  of  $1,368.98  on  3  October  1976.  The  special  note 
burning  service  was  held  5  December  1976  during  the  regular  Sunday  morning  service. 
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The  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  has  hosted  the  Randolph  Baptist  Association  many 
times.  The  first  time  was  in  1938.  Since  then,  the  Association  has  met  in  our 
church  in  1943,  1952,  1959,  1967,  and  1975. 

In  December,  1975,  a  fellowship  hall  committee  was  appointed.  Serving  on  this 
committee  were  Jerry  Atwood,  Chairman,  0.  C.  Brady,  Jr.,  Clayton  Bennett,  Harold 
Jarrell ,  Marvin  Gatlin,  and  Joe  York.  On  15  May  1976  the  church  adopted  the 
structural  layout  of  the  89  by  40  ft.  brick  building  with  an  A-frame  roof  to  be 
erected  15  feet  behind  the  present  church.  The  site  later  had  to  be  changed  for  a 
more  solid  foundation.  A  contract  was  signed  with  the  Ramseur  Building  Supply  Co. 
for  $59,106.00  on  12  June  1977. 

The  first  day  spent  on  the  construction  of  the  new  fellowhsip  hall  was  on 
Saturday,  9  July  1977.  On  this  day  the  trees  were  cut  and  an  old  tool  shed  was 
removed  from  the  site.  The  mason  in  the  construction  was  Jesse  Paul  York  and  his 
helpers  were  Ernest  and  Mike  Kindley.  Other  brick  masons  were  Millard  (Jaybird) 
Hinson  and  Hampton  Burgess  with  Tate  Overman  mixing  mortar.  Carpenters  were  Jack 
Stout,  Ricky  Johnson,  Tim  Cox,  Larry  Joyce,  Dean  Cox,  and  Jack  Brady.  The  building 
was  completed  enough  for  some  use  in  the  spring  of  1978.  It  was  used  for  the  first 
time  on  7  March  1978  when  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  and  the  Brotherhood  held  a 
family  night  covered  dish  supper  in  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Mis- 
sions. Around  50  people  attended. 

Much  of  the  exterior  finishing  and  landscaping,  as  well  as  most  of  the  interior 
beautifi cation  work  was  done  by  various  church  members  during  regular  Saturday

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workdays.  One  of  the  main  jobs  undertaken  by  the  women  was  the  making  of  all  of  the 
new  draperies  for  the  fellowship  hall. 

On  19  March  1978  a  Dedication  Service  of  the  Education  and  Fellowship  Hall 
was  held.  The  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Brown  led  the  service.  Dinner  was  served  in  the  new 
hall  for  the  congregation  at  the  end  of  the  service.  An  open  house  for  visitors 
was  held  a  month  later. 

A  new  church  Constitution  and  By  Laws  was  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Deep 
River  Baptist  Church.  After  study,  it  was  voted  in  at  the  regular  business  meeting 
4  September  1976.  One  change  of  order  adopted  at  this  time  was  electing  the  Dea- 
cons on  a  rotation  system.  Deacons  serve  for  a  three-year  term.  The  new  Consti- 
tution gave  the  church  guidelines  which  they  had  not  had  in  the  past. 

Recent  improvements  to  the  church  plant  have  been  the  addition  of  ventilation 
fans  in  the  church  roof,  insulation  and  storm  windows,  repainting,  a  new  piano,  and 
a  public  address  system.  New  programs  in  recent  years  have  been  the  Tape  Ministry 
for  the  shut-ins  and  the  Church  Related  Vocation  Support  program  to  aid  students 
in  church  related  professions  such  as  ministerial  students. 

Pastors  serving  the  church  from  1968  through  our  Anniversary  year  have  been 
Albert  Taylor,  Thomas  G.  Brown,  Talmage  Smith,  who  served  as  interim  pastor,  and 
Roger  Mercer. 

In  late  1976,  the  Deep  River  Baptist  Church  appointed  Joyce  Davis  as  its 
historian.  In  her  research  she  found  the  church  was  first  constituted  in  1882. 
In  anticipation  of  a  100th  anniversary  celebration  in  the  near  future,  the  church 
voted  to  make  plans  and  on  6  September  1980  they  appointed  Joyce  Davis  and  Wally 
Jarrell  as  co-historians  to  collect  the  church  history  and  make  plans  to  celebrate 
the  centennial  year  in  1982. 

The  Anniversary  Service  was  held  7  November  1982.  It  was  a  two-hour  service. 
Many  church  members  wore  costumes  of  the  era  of  100  years  ago.  An  old  pump  organ 
was  used  during  the  service.  Wally  Jarrell  gave  a  short  history  of  the  church 
and  played  taped  interviews  with  deceased  church  members  as  interviewed  by  Joyce 
Davis.  These  tapes  told  of  the  early  recollections  of  going  to  the  Deep  River 
Baptist  Church  and  life  in  the  church  family. 

After  a  reading  of  the  list  of  all  former  pastors,  recognition  was  given  to  the 
oldest  church  members  and  notation  made  of  the  date  they  had  joined  the  church. 
Those  honored  were  Reda  Garner  Brown,  1911;  Laura  Caveness  Brady,  1916;  Bonnie 
Davis  Wright,  1918;  Verta  Phillips  Poole,  1919;  and  Veigh  Saunders  Bennett,  1920. 
Those  not  present  were  Delia  Cox  Stout,  1914;  Meribah  Brady  Bray,  1915;  Allie  Scott 
Brady,  1917;  and  Maggie  Scott  Stout,  1919. 

Greetings  were  brought  by  the  Rev.  Judson  Rotan,  Director  of  Missions  of  the 
Randolph  Baptist  Association.  The  Anniversary  message  was  delivered  by  the  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Roger  Mercer.  His  subject  was  "The  Investment  of  Years." 

The  former  pastors  and  their  families  who  attended  were  the  Revs.  Robert  Hun- 
sucker,  Albert  Taylor,  Griffin  Bailey,  and  Thomas  Brown.  Wives  and  families  of 
some  of  the  deceased  pastors  also  attended. 
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Following  the  Dedication  Service,  a  covered  dish  luncheon  was  served  in  the 
Fellowship  Hall.  A  display  of  church  historical  artifacts  was  enjoyed  by  all 
members  and  visitors.  As  a  result  of  the  research  done,  pictures  of  former  pastors, 
framed  in  wood  from  the  old  church  building,  were  hung  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  in  a 
permanent  display.  Only  one  pastor's  picture  has  not  been  located  (Manly  Forrester)
